REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Best 
reference noted is Ruben. The device of the present invention and that of the patent 
contain each three lens elements with the first one positive, the second one negative, 
and the third one positive. However, the first one of the former is not necessarily a 
biconvex lens element and has only one aspheric surface; the second one of the former 
is not a biconcave lens element, but a meniscus lens element ( the second one of both 
devices has at least one aspheric surface ); and the third one of the former has at least 
one aspheric surface, whereas that of the latter has none. In view of this difference, it is 
concluded that the two devices contain divergent subject matters.
